Drive  'Defensively' 
For 'Fourth' Weekend

Ever  hear  of  a mystery  crash  ? ! 

According  to  the  Utah  Safety! 
Council,  mystery  crashes  have  ■ 
increased  182  percent  for  the  first  i 
five  months  of  1965.  | 

A MYSTERY  CRASH  occurs' 
as  the  result  of  running  off  the' 
road.  According  to  the  Utah 
Safety  Council,  this  is  the  most' 
preventable  type  of  accident.  j 

The  major  cause  of  the  mystery ! 
crash  is  speed  too  fast  for  exist- ^ 
ing  road  conditions,  especially 
driver  condition. 

For  example,  in  May  of  this 
year,  seven  mystery  crashes 
claimed  three  lives. 

A LESSON  CAN  BE  learned 
from  the  always-tragic  Memorial 
Day  Weekend,  which  set  an  all- 
tbme  nation  wide  high  for  traf- 
fic fatalities  with  487  killed  as 
compared  with  431  last  year. 

“It  is  shocking  to  realize  that 
every  19  seconds  a man,  woman 
or  child  is  injured  in  a traffic 
accident,”  said  Howard  Pyle,  pres- 
ident of  the  National  Safety  Coun- 
cil. “Every  11  minutes,  some- 
one dies.  47,700  people  lost  their 
lives  in  traffic  acidents  last  year, 
nine  percent  more  than  the  43,- 
564  who  were  killed  in  1963  traf- 
fic.” 

And’  injuries  cau.sed  by  mo- 
tor vehicle  accidents  increased  to 
1,700,000. 

SAFETY  EXPERTS  are  con- 
vinct^d  that  one  thing  that  can 
do  much  to  prevent  the  accident 
from  happening  is  the  improve- 
ment of  driving  skills. 

One  of  the  factors  in  attaining 
top  driving  skills  is  “De- 
fensive Driving.”  Its  basis  is 
knowing  the  principal  ways  in 
which  traffic  accidents  can  hap- 
pen, isolating  the  places  at  which 
they  aYe  likely  to  happen,  driving 
carefully  oneself,  and  then  keep- 
ing alert  to  the  moves  of  the 
other  driver’s  law  violations,  acts 
of  discourtesy,  poor  judgment,  or 
anything  else  that  may  cause  an 
accident. 

Scientific  tests  have  proved  that 
.seat  belts  can  save  lives,  and  with 
seat  belts  now  standard  equip- 
ment in  front  seats  of  new  cars 
, as  well  as  installed  in  millions 
of  older  cars,  there  is  ample 
evidence  that  their  usage  is  high. 

BUT  MII.EAGE,  TOO,  is  in- 
crea.sing  at  a rapid  rate,  and  last 
year’s  nine  percent  increase  in 
traffic  deaths  indicates  that  as 


important  as  seat  belts  are,  they 
are  not. enough. 

They  don’t  prevent  accidents, 
and  so  we  must  go  on  trying  to 
isolate  and  prevent  the  things 
that  do. 

Why  defensive  driving?  Nearly 
half  of  the  drivers  involved  in 
fatal  collisicms  are  good  drivers 
. . . and  in  the  right.  But,  none- 
theless, they  end  up  victims  of 
other  drivers’  mistakes  or  sud- 
den move's.  Clearly,  then,  being 
in  the  right  isn’t  enough. 

THE  NEW’  STOP  ACCIDEN'rS 
PROGRAM  conducted  by  the 
Advertising  Council  for  the  Na- 
tional Safety  Council  is  stressing 
“Defensive  Driving.”  Its  keynote 
is  “Watch  Out  for  the  Other 
Guy.” 

One  final  note:  .skillful  drivers 
are  safe  drivers.  They  r(?cognize 
I their  responsibilities  and  use  com- 
; mon  sense  to  avoid  accidents 
! while  driving. 

Skillful  drivers  follow  these 
.safety  rules:  drive  at  a safe 
[speed;  yield  the  right-of-way; 

; know  and  observe  traffic  rules; 

I expect  the  unexpected;  steer 
I clear  of  “tavern  fag”;  keep  their 
[car  in  good  shape;  make  turns 
properly;  and  avoid  “close 
shoves.” 

3IAYBE  YOU'RE  a good  driver. 
But,  many  drivers  aren’t.  So 
why  put  yourself  at  the  mercy 
.of  some  other  guy’s  mistakes? 
' Better  to  drive  defensively,  and 
expect  the  unexpected. 

After  all,  nearly  half  the  drivers 
in  fatal  collisions  are  good 
drivers  and  in  the  right.  But  be- 
ing in  the  right  isn’t  enough.  You 
could  be  dead  right.
